parties. Convinced of this, my Friend, without 

any ſolicitation from me, waited, on Mr. Borlaſe on 
Tueſday morning the 23d of January, with an 

intention to acquire a thorough knowledge of the 
caſe, which he imagined might beit be collected 
from an impartial compariſon of facts. The re- 
ſult of this viſit was, that Mr. Borlaſe, inſiſting 
much upon the impoſſibility of a retraction on the 
part of the College, aſſured my Friend, that any 
offer of ſubmiſſion from me for my behaviour, 
which had been conſtrued diſreſpectful by the 
Maſter and Fellows, would meet with 5 candid re- 
ception from the Society, which was very well 


inclined to favour my reſtoration. 


I was conſcious that I never had intentionally 


offered any diſreſpect to the Maſter and Fellows of 


Peterhouſe; yet as I found that the Society till

in that light, I was willing to remove-every ſha- 
dow of difreſpe& on my part, and with the ap.

In a converſation which I now had with Mr. Borlaſe, I told 
him, that although an account of my ruſtication was printed, 
I would ſuppreſs the publication of it, 'till I received the an-

extremities of a prblication, or a lav-ſuit, Theſe words, as | 
afterwards underſtood, were conſidered as a menace, in which 
ſenſe they were certainly never ſpoken,

On Friday the 26th I again waited on Mr. 
Borlaſe, who now informed me that the Society 
had not come to any determination; but that the 
matter would be ſettled the next day. Mr. Bor- 
laſe added, that if the Biſhop of Carliſle would 
accede to the opinion of the Fellows, there was 
not a doubt but that I ſhould be reſtored. On
